The sixth and last lecture of the 
series was to have been given by 
_Dr. Tory last Monday night, and 
his subject was announced as being 
“What astronomy teaches us regard- 
ing the origin of the earth.’’ Owing 
to illness, Dr. Tory was unable to 
come to Red Deer, and so Dr. Allen 
came in his place and spoke on 
| ‘Present day views on the origin of 
| the earth. and the first chapter .in 
geological history.” z 

Although the title of the lecture 
was different, the subject matter 
must have been much the same as 
that of Dr. Tory, the point of view 
alone being changed—indeed it ap- 
peared to more than one listener 
that the title need not have heen 
altered, as astronomy seemed to be 
more prominent than geology, both 
in the lecture and in the photograph- 
ie slides which illustrated it. 

Prof. Allen began by telling how 
that beneath the sedimentary rocks, 
of which his former lecture treated, 
found the pre-Cambrian, 
Erupted

Amorphous, 
rock, of which granite was the 
typical example. These, he said, 
contained no trace of life nor any 
their origin, having 
been completely changed by the 
action of intense heat. From their 
being thrown out in a molten con-

dition by volcanic action, it 
formerly been supposed that the 
whole interior of the earth was 
in a fiery fluid state, but later know- 
ledge has discredited this corclusion. 
The study of the first chapter of 
geology led to speculations as to the 
origin of the earth and of the other 
plancts. And this, Prof. Allen said, 
remained still an unsolved problem. 
There were, however, three principal 
Hypothesis— 

1. ‘The theory of Laplace,’ other- 
wise known as “‘The Nebular Hypo- 
thesis,’’ or ‘‘Gaseous Theory.” 

2. ‘The Meteoric.”’ 

3. “The Planetsimal Hypothesis.”’ 

The data from which these various 
theories had deen deduced were 
largely derived from research by 
means of photography and the 
spectroscope. 

All the hypothesis assumed the ex- 
istence of a ‘‘Parent Nebula.’’ In 
the ‘‘Theory of Laplace’’ this Nebula 
was believed to be ‘‘Gaseous.”’ 

According to this theory, in the 
beginning our solar system consisted 
of. a vast extent of matter in a state 
of infinite tenuity, being of a density 
only 1—570,000,000 of that’ of our 
present atmosphere. This’ gas was 
gradually cooling, and as’ it lost 
heat it condensed and gained speed. 
As the density and speed of revo- 
lution increased it bulged at the 
equator, and, finally threw off rings, 
like those of Saturn, which even- 
tually became planets revolving 
round a centre—the sun. 

The history of the planet was the 
same process continued—further con- 
densation and cooling until the out- 
er surface of the now fluid sphere be- 
came “frozen’’ into a thin crust, 
which thickening and becoming com- 
pressed formed the solid part of our 
earth, and the atmosphere condensed 
into water which, as sea, filled the 
hollows, caused by the shrinking of 
the crust as it cooled. 

Prof. Allen said that it was not 
now believed that the whole of the 
earth’s centre was in a_ molten 
state, the latest belief being that it 
was so tremendously compressed that 
it must be solid. 

The Seeond or ‘‘Metcoric’? Hypho- 
thesis was then briefly outlined. This 
was attributed to Sir Norman 
Lackyer and Mr. G. H. Darwin (not 
the great biologist.)In the ‘‘Metcor- 
ie Theory’ the ‘‘Parent Nebula’ was 
not ‘‘Gaseous” but composed of an 
infinity of ‘swarming meteorites 
which, coming into violent collision, 
gave out heat and light, and which, 
by a process of segregation, became 
separated into distinct groups, and 


these, eventually, by the force of 
gravity, became compressed into 
planets such as the earth. The lee- 


turer told of a shower of Meteorites 
which fell some years ago in Oregon, 
many being as large as pigeon'’s 
eggs, and of another such shower 
only two years ago outside Toron- 
to. Fortunately, the myriads of 
meteorites, which are constantly 
bombarding the earth, are almost 
always burnt up by friction in pass- 
ing through our atmosphere, so our 
readers may still venture to go out 
at night with meteor proof armor. 

Prof. Allen then turned to the 
third or “Planetsimal Hypothesis.” 
In this the parent Nebula was not 
Craseous nor Meteoric, but. composed 
of a multitude of minute Planets or 
Planetsimals, which became segregat- 
ed into separate nuelei or knots, 
which increased in size by  aggre- 
gation in a peculiar spiral form that 
can be detected by photography in 
most of the nebulae which are known 
and studied by astronomers. 

Keller, a great observer, had said 
that there were many thousands of 
such spiral nebulae recorded, and 
that it.was estimated there were not 
less than 120,000 of these nebulae, 
each a complete solar system, with 
in the field of a single reflector tele- 
scope. Some of these were of im- 
mense_ size, that in the Constella- 
tion of Andromeda being the largest. 
fnown. The Professor outlined the 
method of investigation into the 
composition of these nebulae by 
means of tho spectroscope, describing

Any person who is the sole head 
of a’ family, or any male. over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy. maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 


In certain districts a homestcader ; 


in good standing may pre-cmpt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musi reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ,ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trints. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

REPORT OF ‘COMMITTEE 
ON SALARIES. 


To the Mayor and Council, 
Town of Red Deer. 


Gentlemen,— 


Following your instructions, we 
discussed with Mr. Greene the ques- 
tion of the unsatisfactory street 
lighting service furnished by the 
Western General Electric Co., ' and 
requested him to furnish a report 
as to what steps to take under the 
contract to have the  Gondition 
remedied. His report is submitted 
herewith. 

The recent thaw started water run-, 
ning on the streets. We had the 
catch basins opened up to earry it 
off. . 

We discussed with Mr Wallace, 
J.P., question of costs for police 
court cases brought before him 
where they cannot be collected, and 
recommend that in such cases the 
Town pay his costs. This arrange-

Unlimited Gas Well Wasting its Flow 
In One Spot and Coal Beds 
Afire for Century A 


Over a dozen years ago a party of 
oil-diggers were sent by the Geologi- 
cal Survey of Canada into what was 
then an almost unknown part of the 
North-West, Territories, to find if the | 
reperted existence of petroleum in | 
the Far North was a fact. : 

An oil-boring outfit was finally set | 
up at Pelican Rapids, on the Atha: | 
basca River, and put to work. When 
the drill had reached a epth of 820 
feet it struck gas. The flow-was 80 | 
great that it drove back iron bells : 
that were dropped down the pipe, and ! 
the noise of the escaping gas could | 
sometime be heard two or three miles 
away. It did not lessen any, and the . 
men were at length compelled to’ 
abandon the effort. 

The next year they came back, hop | 
ing to find the gas run out enough ! 
to allow them to resume boring. But 
when they had cleaned out the hole 
and drilléd only seventeen feet tur- 
ther the gas escape recommenced with ! 
such intensity that again they were | 
forced to stop. | 

Burning for Years ! 

After they went, some one came | 
along and lighted the jet. It is still | 
burning. Report has it that it bas | 
been burning continuously, but it is 
more likely to have been extinguished 
now and then during the past dozen 
years and re-lighted by settlers and 
passers-by. That the gas flow is un- 
diminishd, however, is quite certain, i 
for there is a flame pearly fifty feet : 
high and of very substantial circum: | 
ference. 

The Athabasca’ River, in whose 
vicinity this effusive gas supply is 
found, is one of the great waterways 
of the new North. ‘The Peace and 
Mackenzie Rivers make p with it a 
trio that mean almost everything to 
the industrial future of the North- 
West, and among their good points is 
the fact that they all run through 
belts of gas, oil, tar, and coal lands. 
There is, for instance, in the Athabas- 
ca district, a tract of a hundred thou- 
sand square miles that is saturated 
with petroleum. 

Gas, Oil, Tar, and Coal 

Coal, oil, and gas are the three 
wonder riches of that far corner of! . 
the Empire. It has been supposed 
to yield chiefly furs and pelts. but | 
these other products are quite as na-! 
tive and far more valuable. Theh ! 
whole north laud above the present: 
line of rail is a region of mineral: 
wealth, which, in its nearer limits, | 
takes the form of the largest gas and 
oil reserves in the world, and, far-' 
ther north, of coal beds no one knows 
how large. About two hundred miles ; 
fromthe Arctic Circle there is a coal , 
area, on the Mackenzie River, that 
has been on fire for a hundred years. 
It has been slowly burning from with- : 
in, and spreading, until now the fire ; 
has covered some twenty miles, show- 
ing a broken line of low, mysterious 
earthflame that at night is-one of the 
grandest and weirdest of northern 
sights. 


AN IMMENSE ORCHARD 


Fourteen Hundred Acres of British’ 
Columbia Fruit Farm 


Among the largest individual or- ; 
ehards in British Columbia is that | 
owned by J. D.“Anderson, about four- | 
teen miles from ‘Rossland. ° 

Here he owns 1,400 acres, which he | 
purchased when land was cheap, from | 
the Provincial Government. On this: 
tract he cleared 130 acres and 120 
of this was planted with 11,000 fruit 
threes and about 4,000 small fruits,’ | 
including raspberry, blackberry, cur. 


fant and gooseberry bushes. 

A majority of the trees are of the 

known popular commercial varieties 
which give the best results in British 
Columbia. For instance, he has 3,000 
Jonathans, 3,000 Mackintoshes, 
7,500 Northern Spies. 
' Trees are planted with a surveyor’s 
transit and a 300-foot steel tape, and 
from whatever angle they are looked: 
at present symetrical appearance. A 
few acres are donated to potatoes and 
other vegetables, and more to clover, 
which yields an immense crop. 

Besides fruit, Mr. Anderson has 500 | 
White Leghorn chickens, a number of ! 
pedigree Berkshire hogs, a large flock | 
of ducks and five hives of bees, which j 
number of swarms will naturally in- 
crease. Bees are a necessary part of 
the orchardist’s plant, as they aid in 
fertilizing the blossoms by carrying 
the pollen from one tree to another, 

From fifteen to twenty men are con- 
stantly employed in and about the or- 
chard which has been carried along 
on the best scientific lines, and in 
Buch a@ manner as to make a failure 
almost impossible.

Value of. Farms and Farm Lands In

It {s abundantly evident that the 
bolicy of protecting the Home Market 
has contributed materially to the all- 
round development of agriculture in 
the United States. A comparison of 
the relative conditions of the agri- 
culturists in Great Britain and United 
States furnishes convincing proof of 
this statement. Under the Amierican 
policy the value of farms and farm 
property in United States has in- 
creased treinendously, as is apparent 
from the foilowing table taken from 
the United States statistics:

MT. VERNON UNDER A DRY 
REGIME.

le believe no city on the Sound, 
not experioncing an actual ‘‘boom,”’ 
has enjoyed the prosperity and hap- 
piness Mt. Vernon has. The atmos- 
phere is clean, women and children 
are perfectly safe on the streets at 
any time of the day of night; the 
low clement that hung about the cor- 
ners is gone; men go about _ their 
business head in air, as though every 
man were, as God intended he should 
be, ‘‘a king.”’ ir 

After making a careful inquiry 
among the business men, I find a 
large, very large, per cent. of them 
perfectly satisfied with conditions as 
they are. 

A few statistics may here be of 
interest. Ten months ago the city 
completcd paving one and a half mil- 
es of streets, and at the present 
writing the contract has been let 
for another three-quarters of a mile 
of paving; during this time there 
has also been much sidewalk paving 
done. 

The city has purchased a_ street 
fusher, city team, and built tic sheds 
at a cost of not less than $2,000, 
within the past year. 

The police force has been reduced 
to one man; arrests have not aver- 
aged two a month from all causes. 
While there have been fallen women 
continuously in the county jail for 
more than a year, none have been 
placed there from the city of Mt. 
Vernon.

During the past eighteen 
months there have been erected or 
are now in course of construction, 
fifty-two modern, up-to-date dwelling 
houses, ranging from $1200 to $8000, 
or an-azgregate of about $90,000.” 

One of the old rambling saloon 
buildings was torn down this sum- 
mer and is being replaced by a splen- 
did two-storey brick building ; the 
lower floor is already reated to a 
leading dry goods firm, the upper 
floor for offices. 

Today there is not an empty store 
room or an empty modern dwelling 
house in the city. 

-The high school increased last year 
“5 per cent. in enrollment. 

Bank accounts also have increased 
correspondingly. 

Jt is true there is liquor brought 
into the city, and no doubt it is 
sold, but upon the whole we believe 
the citizens of Mt. Vernon have reas- 
on to feel that they have been well 
protected in their rights, and law 
violators have not had an easy time 
of it. 

On August 10th the city celebrated 
their Harvest Festival or ‘‘Pow 
wow.” It has been estinzated that 
there were from 4,000 to 5.000 peo- 
ple in the city. Had it not rained, 
the number would have been much 
larger. 

The young men who compose the 
“Pow wow’ Association determined 
to have a clean celebration. Many 
came with their ‘‘hooze,’’ but they 
jkept it out of sight, and if any one 
wes found under the influence of the 
stuff he was at once sent out of 
town by his friends, or put in the 
city jail by one of the twelve 
special policeman sworn in for the 
day. So carefully were the strects 
watched that the writer did not see 
one man noticeably under the influ- 
ence of liquor. Even the indifferent 
and the ‘‘wet’’ ones could not but 
speak of the difference in a celebra- 
tion in a wet and dry town. 

After paying all expenses, offering 
large prizes and paying for Wagner's 
band frony Seattle, the “Pow wow” 


boys will have a surplus in the 
treasury of more than $100. 

No, banishing the saloon does not 
impoverish, nor does it kill a city, 


if the right spirit is back of the 


movement. 
A CONVERT WHO KNOWS. 


One of the men who has radically 
changed his views on the liquor 
question is acting Chief of Police 
Malone. When prohibition was first 
in foree Malone was strongly oppos- 


ed to it personally, though he ex- 
pressed himself ready to carry out 
his sworn duty .as an officer of the 


law. One day last week an acquaint- 
anee who stood for saloons was talk- 
ing to the acting chiei, and, voicing 


a desire to see the return of the 
boozeries, Malone broke in: ‘‘No, we 
don’t want saloons any more. The 


people far better off without 
them.” 

When the city was wet the patrol 
driver was compelled to remain on 
duty till eleven o'clock. Now he 
goes home at five. When the saloons 
were here the department had to 
keep officers around most of — the 
time, to see that they were ‘closed 
on time and to help the drunks out. 
The patrol wagon had to make a 
trip almost every evening to gather 
in the fighting boozers and bring 
them to the station. 

Under present conditions there is a 
much cleaner city, more sober men 
and much less lawlessness. Prohibi- 
tion has made good.

Prince Albert Land Case 


Homesteading of Valuable Land 
Made Possible Under Ruling Made 
During Oliver Regime. 


The Liberal: press has lately 
been making much of an_ alleged 
land scandal at Prince Albert, 
where it was claimed a Conservative 
named Doasaldson had been granted 
by Hon. Robert Rogers a_ valuable 
tract of land as a homestead. On a 
questioa of privilege in the Flouse 
Mr. Rogers gave a vigorous denial 
to the charges as made, and in ad- 
dition showed that the existing con- 
dition had been brought about’ 
through regulations arbitrarily made 
during the administration of the for- 
mer government. 


MINISTER'S DENIAL. 


“T deny absolutely that there 
were any instructions whatever giv- 
en, either by me or by an any officer 
of the Interior Department, so far 
as I know. I deny absolutely know- 
ledge of any act of wrong-doing in 
connection with the entry which is 
referred to in this article. Further, 
there was no act of wrang.doing up- 
on the part of Mr. Donaldson, who 
secured the interest in the land, on 
the date named in this article. Let 
me say further, Me. Speaker, that J 
had no knawledge of any kind or des- 
cription of the entry that was being 
made, and I repeat that there was 
no information given to Mr. Donxald- 
son or to any person else by any 
official of the Department of the In- 


terior. Further, there were no in- 
structions given to the agent — to 
give Mr. Donaldson an entry foi 
this particular eighty acres — of 


land." 
FACTS ‘OF THE CASE. 

The facts of the case are these. 
Somewhere about 1907 Mr. Oliver. 
when Minister of the IJntcrior, en- 
tertaincd a project of establishing a 
forest reserve north of Prince <Al- 
bert. The southern tier of section 
was close to the town. Later it de 
veloped that this southcin tier ol 
sections had good agrioulecural land 
and Mr. Oliver, by an cacreise of 


his own authority, withdrew ther 
trom the forest reserve. 
The lands in question then — wer 


open to purchase or homesteading in 
the ordinary way. but the public at 
large did not know it. In a short 
time, late in 1907 or 1908, there wa: 
an application for a certain parcel 
of land in this area. 

The land agent on the spot hesi- 
tated, and consulted the department. 
The land applied for was . certain 
soon to become very valuable ; 
should he make public the fact that 
it was open to the public or should 
he accept the application which some 
person better informed than the gen- 
eral public already had filed? 

The department pessed the 
lem along until it reached 
Frank Oliver. 

MR. OLIVER'S ORDERS. 

On March 31, 1908, Mr. Oliver geve 
an order that the land was to go 
to ‘‘the first eligible applicant.” On 
April the eligible applicant got his 
entry, although it was on April 4th 
the department formally sent in- 
structions to the local agent.,  \p- 
parently no time was lost. 

It seems that the Liberals 
looked, through an error, SQ acres 
of land. This adjoined. the area 
which had been the subject of raling 
in 1908. Mr. Donaldson evideatly 
fot curious about the ownership of 
certain pieces of Jand and wrote to 
the department. The minister was 
absent and Deputy Minister Cory 
replied that two seetioas were tak- 
en, ‘but a third was vacant—the 
eighty acres. Mr. Donaldson  imme- 
diately took entry.

(Continued ‘from page 1) 
how it was possible to distinguish 
between gaseous and solid- bodies, 
the former being indicated by, the 
Bright Line Spectrum and the latter 
by the Continuous Line. 

The third, or Planetsimal Hypoth- 
esis, is that generally accepted to- 
day, and astronomers Hold the idea 
of One Ancestral Sun in the midst 
of the countless millions of the 
Sidereal Galaxy. Our sun is looked 
upon as representing the central 
aggregation of one Planetsimal sys- 
tem, being surrounded by separate 
aggregations, in Various stages of 
condensation and cooling, of which 
our earth is one of the least if, to 
us, not the least important. 

The lecturer then described — the 
three Acons or ages of a planet— 

1. The Formative or Adolescent 
Acon, with its sim stages of NeWular, 
Atmosphereless, Volcanic, Initial At- 
mospheric, Initial Hydrospheric and 
Initial Life. 

2. The Aeon of Extrusion or 
Fransitional. ‘ ; 

3. The Gradational Age. 

In the formative the earth began 
in a nebular condition, gradually 
becoming compressed aid solidified, 
chen the volcanic expulsion of gases 
and steam, then the recowlensation 
of atmosphere, followed by further 
condensation and distillation of wat- 
er, and finally the appearance of life. 
He said that in one sense the plan- 
“ts might be said to live, change, 
and die, and described the moon as 
a dead planet, the internal energy 
lissipated and the atmosphere des- 
troved ; and the earth was said to 
oe already dying when first — life 
came here to birth. 

The second aeon of extrusion was 
that during which our oldest form of 
rock, the granite. first took . form, 
and tne third or gradational age 
marked the formation of the pre- 
Cambrian and following group. 

The three great aeons might ‘be 
termed the Hypothetic, the Partly 
{Known and the Better Known. 

A number of fine photographs were 
then thrown on the sereen, illustrat- 
ing the phenomena described. 
Amongst them were photos of the 
Sun and Planets, Saturn, Mars, the 
Moon, Nebulae ard Nuelsi, the Milky 
Way, Granite, ete. ; 

The lecturer invited questions and 
several were asked eliciting further 
interesting information, and a valu- 
able expression of opinion from Prof. 
Allen that although the discoveries 
4% astronomy and geology quite set 
aside the old idea that the Bible 
gave the age of the earth as 6,000 
vears, and that the ‘days’ of Genesis 
(. were ordinary days of twenty- 
foor hours, they still involved no 
contradiction of Holy Writ. On the 
contrary he pointed out that there 
was a significant concordance —be- 
tween the order of creation as set 
for in the Bible and the latest theory 
of the gradual formation of — the 
‘arth—first formless, then the solid 
appearing, then the separation of the 
atmosphere and the condensation of 
the atmosphere and the condensation 
of water; and, as described in his 
‘ormer lecture, life first appearing in 
the water, land creatures following, 
and creation culminating in the man. 

Prof. Boyce in a few pleasing 
sentences commented on the lecture, 
and expressed the thanks of the 
audience to Prof. Allen, and these 
were endorsed by a specially em- 
ohatie general applause.
